RENCH officers who served in 
the Great War say that the 
German Army of the Third Relch 
are greatly inferior to the marni- 
flcent fighting machine the Kalser 
had In 1914, writes John -Elllott, 
the Paris correspondent of the New 
York Herald Tribunc, now with 
the French Army in Germany. He 
continucs: 

“They cstimate that the Ger- 
mans to-day have 50 good divi- 
sfons which they used sgainst 
Poland, but they consider the rest 
of'the army to be of slighter call- 
bre. 

“Fhe only advantage’ French 
officers, with whom J: talked, ad- 
mitted that the Germans had over 
them just now fs in the alr. They 
say dot the Nazly have a numeri- 
cal superiority of three to two.

The actual revenuc exceed- 
ed this estimate by $6,480,035, and 
this excess is attributed by the 
Financlal Seerctary "to the Incrense 
in the activity of the Colony which 
prevailed, owing largely to the Sino- 
Japanese hostilitles and the large in- 
ereuse in population due to the same 
cause.” : 

On the other hand, the = originnl 
expenditure, put at $33,379,549, ox- 
cocded the estimate by §3,796,349, 
But of this excess, the Financlal 
Sceretary points out that $2,203,216 
was in vespect of unallocated stores, 
louns and Military Contribution, duc 
to changes in the accountihg system, 
leaving an excess of $1,593,133 in 
respect of alk other Heads.

Uncertain Outlook 

The “prosperity”, if so it may be 
called, of the Just two years or so, 
has been artificially Grought about, 
and no one would care to predict its 
continuance for any length of tlme, 

Our ‘outlook Is, at best, uncertain, 
and the mést confirmed optimist cane 
not pretend that the present state 
ot For Eastery affairs docs not give 
rise to serious misgivings Jn our part: 
Government jn these circumstances 
must dn nothing from which may 
arise a risk to the Colony's future, 


Secondary Ojections 

T have two other, and these perhaps 
secondary, objections to Income tax. 

One of them {s the strong probabl- 
ity that in a mixed population such 
ms ours, it will be found impossible 
to-adnilnister it equitably, so that 
while some will bear the full burden 
of It others, and they are the vatt 
majority, are so pliced ag to be ina 
position enstly to escape It. And 
there is no renson to suppose that they 
will not avail themselves of this ed 
cape, ¢ us : 

Mp thied objection ix the necessity 
for the creation of a new administra- 
tive department, not only because of 
the cast but because of Its inevitable 
Mabitity to brivery anc corruption. 

I have in the past criticised the 
Pollee ‘ind Revenue Department in 
regard to this. Prosecutions ' of 
members af the departments show 
that I am justifed in my criticisms. 

Income Tax Department, 
once created, will quickly carn for 
itself an unenviable reputation for 
the samo failing. 

These in brief, Sir, are my ob- 
jJectlons to this proposed tax, and I 
have volced them with the Jess 
hesitation beenuse In doing so I am 
echoing the opinions of business men, 
men with years of experience in the 
commerce of this Colony, men. who 
have come Inte more frequent ond 
closer contact’ with the Chinese busl- 
ness community than any member of 
Government hos come or can hope 
to come, F : 

‘Above all, Sir,.1 am_ convinced 
Ahatin_votlng-agailibt..this- measure 
T am doing right by our Colony bee 
cause the Chinese members of this 
Council, who represent-a community 
without which we could not hope’ to 
exist, have expressed themselves 
strongly against it. 

Vhen © measure of this kind, and 
of such vital importance to Hong- 
kong, meets with opposition from so 
large ond Important a section of its 
Population, when that opposition is 
based, ag in this case, not on any 
unwillingness to cantribute towards 
the cost of the war, but on reasons 
sincerely advanced, when there are 
available ' alternative . methods of 
taxation, less expensive and probably 
more speedy of yield, then, Sir, pru- 
dence surely counsels its nbandon- 
ment.

It is true there 1s always the tax- 
payer to fll back upon and you, Sir, 
stated In your speech on October 12 
that this Colony is lightly taxed, Any 
taxation which can be avoided is an 
unnecessary burden on the Com-~ 
munity, : 

The taxpayers capacity to pay Is 
not unlimited and in a serious de- 
Pression such as we have seen 
periodically, heavy taxation will tend 
to make the taxpayer fold his tent 
and imitate the proverbial Arab. 


Vicious Circla

Government's Responsibility 

Some of the schools conducted by 
private, enterprises, I.must say, are 
fine institutlons but the ‘general con- 
ditions of many. others are far from 
satisfactory, OE :

the primary education of their chil. 
dren, 1 submit that it fs now the

This ‘lends me to 2 consideration of 
the Board of Education, It was 
established in 1920 “for the Purpose

It is an important body, and I feel 
that it is time that the constitution 
of the Board should be reviewed and

‘established that the Royal Oak. 
was sunk by 2 German U-boat, 
which penetrated the defences of 
the ‘Iandlocked anchorage « at 
Scapa Flow. 

Inadequate Defences 

Neither the physical obstructions, 
such ns nets, nor patrolling craft, 
were In thot state of strength and 
efficlency required to make the an- 
thorayge os absolutely foolproof ns it 
should bave been against the attack 
of n U-boat on the surface, or half- 
submerged at high water, one 

Measures had been taken, and were

paar talk of peace should already 

resound above the guns on the 
Western Front 1s only one of the re- 
markable things ‘about this war. 
That there should be this recurrent 
question of “peuce offensives” is 
largely due to two factors: 

1, The neutrals hold a balance of 
power. ‘Tussin, the United ‘States 
and Italy—not to mention Jupan, 
the Scandinavian . states, Spain, 
Rumania, Hungary, Belgium, Latin- 
America ond the Netherlands—could 
almost dictate a peace. “AML have o 
tremendous interest in peuce for wl 
are ‘profoundly affected. War hus 
made collective Insecurity? so un- 
altractive that they may. be more 
ready to move collectively for such 
n péace as would provide some hope 
of..security.—. :

Chamberlain's rejection of a “peace” 
which would merely consolidate a 
ruthless conquest and set the’ stage 
for further uggression by threats or 
violence. If ‘there had been no
